Gisg na gCorp 


()n the Cork-Kerry border, away among 
the mountains, there is a large flat stone 
called Eisg na gCorp, the Flag of the 
Corpses. There is a local tradition dating 
from time immemorial that if a person 
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few months. 


who is a native of one of these counties 
dies in the other county, the remains 


have to be taken back to the county of- 


birth to be buried there. There are defi- 
nite conditions that must be fulfilled 
before a case arises under the tradition. 
A clear case would be that of a mother 
who lives with her daughter who has been 
married from one county into the other. 
The belief is that if the dead person is 
transferred to the county of origin, all 
the bad luck of the year will be trans- 
ferred also. Naturally, this does not suit 
the people on the other side; and when 
the funeral procession reaches the Flag of 
the Corpses and places the coffin on it to 
slide it along into the other county there 
is a similar concourse assembled, armed 
with sticks and stones, to prevent the 
transfer of the we. On more hu one 
occasion within living memory the cere- 
mony has led to fighting and bloodshed 
on a large scale. The superstition, for 
which I have never heard any satisfactory 
explanation, since reverence for the dead 
and a wish to possess the bodies of rela- 
tives and friends has always characterised 
the Irish. is not likely to lead to trouble 
in the future. Through the natural pro- 
gress of social services, a motor road has 
been built across the mountains near Rise 
na gCorp within the past few years.

Blind ACen 


Stories are often told of the accomplish- 
ments of blind men and the extraordinary 
development of the other senses consequent 
on the loss of sight. I remember coming 
across a blind man in Co, Cork recently 
living in a small thatched hut in a waste 
of mountains. His only companion was a 
dog. There was, indeed, also a cat; but 
he did not include it as a companion, 
since it had caused him too much trouble. 
After much worry and thought he had at 
last discovered the way to get the better 
of the cat. He had taken to hanging the 
milk pails from the rafters. The house 
was in an extraordinary situation, without 
another house within miles of it. There 
was no road; there was not even a clearly 
defined path—rocks and boulders, hills and 
hollows, streams and mountain peaks on 
‘all sides. It would be difficult enough for 
a man with his eyes to make his way 
round. Yet here he had lived by himself 
for a number of years since his father had 
died of consumption, brought on by hard- 
ships endured in the mines of Montana. 
He had at one time been a good story- 
teller, but he had had no opportunity for 
repeating stories of late, and he told them 
slowly and hesitatingly. It was dark when 
we left his house. But the blind man 
called his dog, and insisted on guiding us 
some two or three miles across the pathless 
mountain to the point where we had left 
the car. He never hesitated, never faltered, 
never missed a turn. Then he set off alone 
to his home in the darkness of the night. 


Meteors in March 


In March radiants are found active in 
Boétes, Ursa Major and Leo. In the early 
part of the month the more noteworthy 
dates are the órd and 4th. Maxima occur 
in the early morning hours of the 3rd and 
also at 9.15 p.m., and on the 4th about 
9 p.m. There is another on the 6th at 
4.45 a.m. The 7th gives a fairly well. 
defined meximum at 10.20 p.m., followed 
by one on the 8th at 9.5 p.m., and another 
on the 9th at 8.45 p.m. There is consider- 
able meteoric intensity on the nights of 
the 10th and 12th, with maxima at 8.35 
and 9.10 respectively, while the morning of 
the 13th is distinguished by.a large maxi- 
mum at 3.45. The 15th has another large 
maximum at 11.5 p.m., and there is con- 
siderable meteoric activity on the 16th 
from 8.15 to 10.30 p.m. A maximum, 
rather early in the night, occurs on the 
17th at 7.40 p.m., but it is followed by two 
others, the larger of which falls on the 
next morning at 3.45. The 20th has a 
maximum about 11.15 p.m., while the 
succeeding nights of the 2lst to the 23rd 
are very active between 8.45 and midnight. 
Of the remaining maxima the more impor- 
tant fall on the 24th at 9.5 p.m., and on 
the 28th at 11.20 p.m.

Aqute gastro-enteritis, which ig often mis- 
taken for a case of poisoning, is a regularly 
latal disease, especially in young cats. 
Fdline distemper is less often fatal, but still 
cefres a high mortality. These are not only 
infectious from cat to cat. but are frequently 
catried on the clothes. shoe and hands‘ of 
pepple who have been in contact with infected 
cats. 

I would, therefore, appeal to those who 
had which have recently died, or 
arp even only slightly indisposed to refrain 
from handling other people's pet cats. I 
have personal knowledge of people, through 
ignorance of the infectious nature of these 
diseases, spreading them to other people's 
pats. with fatal results,

THE PARKING NUISANCE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srmr,—Much has been written about the Road 
Traffic Act and its practical application, but 
nó definite step seems to have been taken so 
far to codify finally the regulations as to 
parking and lighting. The dangerous practice 
of dumping unlighted cars along public 
thoroughfares continues without any inter- 
_ference from the traffic authorities. . The 
custom of parking cars right on the corner 
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of road junctions and at bends on roads is 
another practice which might well claim the 
attention of the powers that attend to traffic 
control. 

The general parking regulations in Dublin 
are very weak, and in streets that are unable 
to take three cars abreast no stationary car 
should be permitted. Many motorist citizens 
have an idea that, if they pay rates and taxes 
on a premises, this payment includes free 
garage accommodation in the street opposite 
to their premises. Until the traffic authorities 
definitely clear up the existing mess, confusion 
at such points as College Green and Grafton 
street. will continue, and the city will remain 
& menace to good wings and bodywork. 

The time is much overdue when clearly 
defined instructions to motorists, pedestrians 
and cyclists should be printed, circulated and 
enforced. Is this step towards safety and 
comfort “ no one’s child ' ’—Yours, etc..

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CONCERT AUDIENCES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


SIR,—After a depressing want of response, 
the Philharmonic Society collected on Bafur, 
day an audience which, in point of numbérs, 
was worthy of the Society's steady and 
patient development. But the planning of a 
programme which would attract a large 
aud@ence, though financially justified, had 
artistic consequences which were nothing 
short of lamentable. The Mozart Concerto 
for violin, viola and orchestra was used as 
an entrance march by large numbers of 
people, and the pause after the first move- 
ment was protracted to such a*degree to admit 
late-comers that the conductor and artists 
suffered the embarrassment of an undue 
silence, while the minority of music lovers in 
the theatre were disturbed and distracted by 
a break which was filled by a scramble for 
seats. 

It is possible that our habit of silencing the 
radio items which do not interest us has made 
us forgetful of what is due to a conductor and 
his artists, and it is probable, too, that many 
of Saturday's audience puts its music muc 
on a parity with badminton and the cinema. 
It is too much to hope that so large an 
audience could be enti composed of music 
lovers. It is unlikely, too, that more than a 
minority could appreciate what a conductor 
and artists give in the way of intellectual and 
emotional strain; but is it impossible that 
regulations could made which would 
prevent such an insult to artists as we saw

S OMEWHERE about a quarter of a 
century ago people in the audience at 
a London theatre suddenly rose to their 
feet and dived for the exits. They were 
seeing a “living picture ” for the first 
time, and the screen showed a train rush- 
ing towards them. It was all so new and 
novel that they believed for one terrible 
moment that the engine was tearing down 
on top of them. 

A great many miles of celluloid have 
been ran through the projection machines 
since that happened, and yet, in the 
curious way that history has of repeat- 
ing itself, a very similar incident oc- 
curred in London last week. In this 
instance the audience was attendant upon 
the private showing of a new Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer ‘‘ short,” called ‘‘ Audio- 
scopiks,’’ which is soon to be released for 
public presentation. It represents the 
greatest advance in film photography for 
many years, and is, in fact, the newest 
experiment in the making of stereoscopic 
films—pictures with an illusion of depth, 
as well as height and breadth. his 
three-dimensional effect, for which film 

roducers have been striving for years, 
~ now been obtained by using a double 
camera with synchronised lenses. These 
lenses, set as far apart as the normal 
person’s eyes, are focussed on the subject 
to be filmed, and afterwards the twin 
negatives are merged in one print, one in 
green and one in red ink. 

The results on the screen are said to 
be extraordinary, and at the private view 
mentioned above people in the stalls 
ducked their bail when a football, 
throw by a man on the screen, ap- 
parently leapt out of the picture towards 
them. They ducked again a minute 
later when a ladder in the picture com- 
menced to fall—apparently, on top of 
them. 

The only drawback to public presenta- 
tion of this stereoscopic film at the 
moment is that each member of the 
audience must be presented with a pair of 
cheap gelatine spectacles, in which one 
lens is red and one green, to view it. In 
Ireland, of course. we have been using 
rose-coloured spectacles for a long time, 
but not always in connection with films. 
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in Dublin 

ONSIDER now our own part in the 

ever-growing world interest in films. 
I do not profess to know how many 
cinema theatres there are in Dublin, but I 
am credibly informed that the number is 
over the fifty mark, and I am further 
informed that not less than seventy new 
Free State cinemas will open their doors 
in the next three years. Think of it. One 
new cinema every fortright (almost) 
between now and 1939, and this in 
addition to the existing houses up and 
down the country.

Here again we have a 
domestic problem (unravelled, of course, by 
Shirley), who brings mammy and daddy 
together again after a series of unhappy 
episodes, in which the next door neighbour 
(male) and daddy’s assistant. (female) show 
misplaced affection. Shirley, daddy and 
mammy all show rows of beautifully white 
teeth at the end.

A five days’ auction of much interest was 
begun yesterday by Messrs. James Adam and 
Sons. auctioneers and valuers, of the contents 
of Killiney Castle, Co. Dublin. The house 
had been the residence of the Ormsby 
Hamilton family. It was an executors’ sale. 
During last week Killiney Castle was visited 
by hundreds of prospective buyers, including 
many cross-Channel people, many of whom 
again attended yesterday, being attracted by 
reason of the value and interest of the articles 
for disposal. 

Among these were about 1,500 ounces of 
old Irish silver, and other silver and old 
Sheffield plate. Yesterday's sale was almost 
confined to these items, which were divided 
into 200 lots, and also over 70 lots of furni- 
ture, together with a number of oil paintings 
and works of art claiming intrinsic merit. 
The principal item of interest yesterday was, 
however, the silver; and good bidding, with 
resultant excellent prices, was the olay 
Cross-Channel buyers took a special interest 
in the old Irish silver disp ayed in the 
dintngroom, where also there was some good 
type china and glass. 


AN HISTORIC ITEM 


Of the silver the biggest price, £95. was 
obtained for a presentation A (Irish, 1788) , 
comprising an oval salver, 27 inches long, on 
four bracket feet. threadline border and 
bright cut, with a pair of water jugs with 
domed lids to match. This lot has an historic 
interest, by reason of an engraved inscription 
pointing to a tale of seafaring adventure. The 
salver and jugs were presented in January, 
1788, to George Hamilton, of Tyrelle, High 
Sheriff of the Gounty Down, for having salved 
the good ship Nev Loyalty and its cargo 
when tential in the Bay of Dundrum. The 
vessel came to grief on a voyage from Liver- 
om to Belfast. The gift was a thank-offering 
rom the shipowners and the proprietors of 
the cargo. .

BORROWING POWERS 
EXCEEDED 


CONSTITUTION AND

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
R “a acti judgment was delivered in 


the action and claim for an injunc 

tion, by Patrick Breen, Church street, 
Listowel, and other ratepayers of the town to 
restrain the Commissioner (Mr, J, P. Moran) 
from striking a rate making provision for 
the payment of principal and interest on 
any loan obtained from June 1928 to 
Jane 25, 1934. The Commissioners of Public 
Works, and the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health were also named as 
defendants in the action. 

Mr. Justice Johnston dismissed claims by 
the plaintiffs for declarations that three 
Councillors who acted as the Listowel Urban 
Council from June, 1928 to June, 1934 did 
not constitute a valid Council, and that the 
monevs borrowed by them While purporting 
to act as the Council were borrowed without 
jawful authority, and were not a liability 
on the urban district. 

He said that the plaintiffs, however, claimed 
further a declaration that the moneys 
borrowed during the period in question were 
in excess of the borrowing powers of the 
Council, and were not a liability on the 
utban district. The right to the declaration 
depended upon the construction of Section 
936, Sub. Section 2, of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, which . ee the 
exercise of borrowing powers by a local 
suthoritv. This Sub. Section said that the 
sum borrowed should not at any time exceed, 
with the balances of all the outstanding 
loans contracted by the sanitary authority 
under the Sanitary Acts and.this Act, in the 
whole twice the net annual value of the 
premises assessable within the district in 
respect of which such money might be 
borrowed, 


EXCESS BORROWING 


He was satisfied that this limitation was 
intended to be dependent upon the net 
security that the local authority could offer 
and that the construction of the Sub. Section, 
which was always observed by the Local 
Government Board was the correct one. Sir 
George Vanston’s work upon the law as to 
Public Health said : "The Local Government 
Board interprets ‘net annual value’ to mean 
the assessable value for the purpose of a 
rate.” Notwithstanding the ingenious and in- 
deed pefsuasive suggestions that had been 
addressed to him on behalf of the defendants, 
he could not, at this point of time, adopt 
any other construction. He did not know 
whether the defendants admitted that, in 
the light of that construction of the Act, there 
had been an excess of borrowing by the 
Council, but, if it was necessary, he would 
direct an inquity before the Exarviner re- 
garding the amount of excess, declaring that 
the limit of the borrowing power was twice 
the assessable power for the purpose of a 
rate. 

Doubtless, however, he proceeded, such an 
inquiry would not be necessary. The parties 
would probably be able, in order to avoid 
the necessity of incurring further costs, to 
agree about the figures. -He would, however, 
grant an injunction restraining the defen- 
dant, Mr. Moran, from striking any rate 
which made provision for the payment of 
principal or interest on any loans which ex- 
ceeded the borrowing powers of the Urban 
Council under the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act, 1878. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. Lavery, 

., and Mr. F. Lynch (instructed by 
Messrs. M. J. Byrne and Co.) appeared fo 
the plaintiffs, said that he did not suggest 
that an inquiry should be granted; it would 
probably turn ont to be unnecessary. In the 
absence of agreement between the parties 
in regard to figures, there could be 
quiry.

It was amazing 
that a song so modern in character should 
have been written so early as 1240. There 
was nothing to compare with it in contem 
porary musical hterature on the Continent. 
it caused a great stir among the heads of the 
Church, and cardinals and bishops denounced 
this new form: the Pope even said of ‘this 
secular form that ‘‘music not dedicated to 
tl glory of God, but which tickled the ears 
an . senses, must surely come fromthe devil.” 

The singer next gave Somervell’s arrange- 
ment of the sixteenth century melody, ' Ó 
Mistress Mine,' and Frederick Keel s arrange- 
ment of “Come Again,” by John Dowland, 
the Dalkey-born composer, who gained fame 
both as a lutenist and composer. In her early 
English group was also the beautiful recitative 
and air, “‘ When I am laid in earth, from 
Pureell’s “ Dido and Aeneas.”” Just as the 
writers of the Elizabethan period created a 
Golden Age of English literature, so did the 
composers of that age create a Golden Age in 
music, whith for a period stood first in the 
musical history of Kurope. 

In her next group Miss Liddell sang three 
songs of Schubert, perhaps the greatest song 
writer who ever lived, and two by Schumann, 
explaining the qualities of each song, and, as 
in the case of the Schumann, showtng how 
‘Die Lotosblume”’ brought out the lyrical 
powers and ‘‘ Waldesgesprach"’ the dramatic 
powers of that composer. 

There were little intimate points in her 
lecture, such as how a weakness of a middle 
finger, which Schumann tried to strengthen, 
but only made worse, deprived the world 
possibly of a great pianist, but gave it its 
mast romantic composer, Of this group, 
sung in German, perhaps the best sung was 
the Schubert “An die Mustk.,”’ 

Interesting, too, was a grou 
folk songs, in which one noted the strong 
Celtic characteristics. Somervell's arrange- 
ment of ' Myle Charaine’’ (from the Songs 
of the Four Nations) might well have been 
one of our own Irish laments.

A Sign of Grace 


Ts it possible that the Nazi authorities 
in Germany are beginning at last to 
realise that their persecution of the Jews 
has gone too far? Recent events in the 
l'atherland, it is true, would suggest that, 
if anything, the campaign against Jewry 
is being intensified ; but the news that Dr. 
Furtwangler, the great conductor, is about 
to reappear at the Berlin State Opera 
encourages the hope that better things 
may be at hand. Little more than 
a year ago Dr. Furtwangler had a violent 
quarrel with the Nazi authorities. 
the beginning he 


From 
had protested against 
the efforts of the Hitlerite Government to 
‘ purge '” German musical life of its non- 
Aryan elements, which had contributed so 
much to its brilliance in the past, -and 
when the Nazis began to attack Dr. Paul 
Hindemith; Dr. Furtwingler took up the 
cudgels stoutly on his behalf. In con- 
sequence of the clash, he was forced to 
resign from the vice-presidency of the 
Reich Chamber of Music, the leadership of 
the German Philharmonic Orchestra, and 
the Directorship of the State Opera in 
Berlin. For a time after this quarrel the 
Nazi authorities sulked in their tents; but 
the resignation of Dr. Furtwangler, follow- 
ing, as it «did, the exile of men such as 
Bruno Walter and Otto Klemperer, did 
the Hitlerite cause much harm, not only 
abroad, but also at home, where lar 
numbers of educated Germans tesented 
interference with matters of culture. 
Shortly afterwards, therefore, Dr. Furt- 
wiangler was invited to meet Dr. 
Goebbels, the Minister for Propaganda; 
then Herr Alfred Rosenberg, the 
tellectual successor of Gobineau 
Houston . Stewart Chamberlain: 
finally Herr Hitler himself.

MANCHURIA WAR 
PREPARATIONS 


From REUTER's CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 


An account of the war 
preparations which are stated to be going 
on along the frontier between Soviet 
Russia and Manchuria was given to Reuter 
to-day by Mr. Arthur Donald Bate, 
foreign editor of the China Press, who 
has arrived in Berlin after travelling from 
China by the Trans-Siberian Railway. 

Mr. Bate declared: “ There is an atmo- 
sphere of mobilisation along the frontier 
like that of Europe in 1914. As we 
travelled north from Mukden we saw 
many trains carrying Japanese officers, 
and others with armoured railway cars 
with gun turrets. We saw fifty or sixty 
armoured railway cars. 

‘From the moment we crossed into 
Soviet territory for the eight days of the 
journey to Moscow we passed on average 
55 freight trains a day, of about 75 coaches 
each, all speeding with military supplies 
towards the region of Lake Baikal. 

“Some of the waggons carried baby 
tanks, and there was a certain amount of 
artillery. At every station we:stopped at 
were several hundreds of Soviet soldiers, 
all. well dressed and splendidly: equipped 
with modern rifles.’’

Covenant. For this purpose France would 
ask that the Committee of Thirteen should 
be called together at once to examine the 
situation. 

“I am prepared to agree, in so far as 
my Government is concerned, that the 
matter should be considered to-morrow by 
the Committee of Thirteen,” said Mr.

TIME SHOULD NOT BE LOST 


It micht be that Signor Mussolini, after 
his victorious drive of the past few days, 
micht be more inclined to treat on this 
basis. but the general feeling among 
members of the Committee of Thirteen 's 
that no time should be lost in this 
attempt. At most a delay of forty-eight 
hours might be entertained, providing 
there was a feeling in favour of the fresh 
appeal. 

The Committee of Thirteen has been 
fixed for 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

The Committee of Eighteen this after- 
noon first discussed the application of 
sanctions already in being. 

M. Flandin announced that his Govern- 
ment was already consulting Spain and 
other Governments, with a view to apply- 
iz these sanctions in Morocco, and 
especially in the Tangier zone. | 

He then referred to the last meeting of 
the Committee of Thirteen, and said that 
a month had elapsed since their last 
deliberations. “ It might be opportune, 
therefore, to make a fresh appeal to the 
bellicerents to put an end to the war. No 


opportunity should be allowed to slip for 
formulating a settlement within the frame- 
work of the Covenant.”’ 


MEETING TO-DAY 


He, therefore, proposed that the Com. 
mittee of Thirteen should meet to-morrow 
in order to consider this matter. 

Mr. Eden then announced Britain's 
attitude on the oil embargo question. 

Although Great Britain has definitely 
and decisively takeh the lead in the matter 
of an oil embargo, and although she has 
the support of all the principal ‘oil pro- 
ducing countries, the attitude of France is 
still a big question-mark. 

At the French Press confetence to-night 
a spokesman made it quite clear that 
M. Flandin is no more anxious to force 
a crisis with Italy than ‘was M. Laval, 
his predecessor. His attitude in the Com. 
mittee of Eighteen may, therefore, be 
somewhat difficult.

ADDIS ABABA; Monday. 


HE Government here is still unable 
either to deny or confirm the Italian 
report of a great victory in the Tembien. 
It is admitted that there has been no com- 
munication between Addis Ababa and 
Dessie, the northern headquarters, for the 
last two days. It is stated, however, that 
the reason for this, as was the case with a 
similar period of silence last week, might 
well be the fear that Italian planes cruis- 
i. daily overhead might detect the 
G.H.Q. while the wireless was transmit- 
ting. 

All the same, it would be needless to 
deny that a certain anxiety is felt at the 
Emperor’s Palace as to the true extent of 
the Italian claims of success. Abyssinian 
circles point out, however, that Italy is 
certain either to emphasise or invent suc- 
cesses on the eve of the meeting of the 
League Council. 

The Ethiopian Government definitely 
denies the Italian report that Ras Kassa 
has committed suicide. 

A message just received from the British 
Red Cross ambulance indicates that the 
unit is now close to Lake Ashangi, and 
only about twenty-five miles from the 
Abyssinian front line, and rendering valu- 
able service in tending the wounded, 


“JOY BELLS” IN ROME 
ROME, Monday. 


In Rome to-day the “ joy bells”’ are 
ringing loudly at what is claimed to be a 
‘* shattering victory ” in the second battle 
of the Tembien. 

In communiqué No. 143 Marshal 
Badoglio tells a dramatic story of how in 
the battle which began on February 27th 
the Italian pincers closed around the 
armies of Ras Kassa and Ras Seyoum, who 
only succeeded in “' extricating themselves 
with enormous losses.’’ 

The Italian Government this evening 
publishes a memorandum on ‘‘Abyssinian 
atrocities and abuse of the Red Cross 
emblem in Ethiopia,’ which was presented 
to the League of Nations to-day. 

The report contains a number of state- 
ments by independent witnesses regarding 
alleged torture and killing of Italian 
prisoners by the Abyssinians, and also 
signed statements by members of the 
Egyptian Red Cross mission in Abyssinia 
and others.

POWERS SOUGHT IN

The purport of the Sugar (Control of 
Import) Bill, which was introduced in the 
Dail “recéntly, and has now been circu- 
lated, appears to be to give the Executive 
Council power, by order, to prohibit the 
import..of sugar, except under licence 
= to the Irish Sugar Company. 

very order so issued will cease to have 
effect after six months unless confirmed 
by a resolution of the Dail, or unless pre- 
viously revoked by the Dail. 

The Executive Council may, in making 
an order, exempt from prohibition any 
particular kind of sugar, or attach to it 
any specified limitation as to quality. 
nature or other characteristics. 

The making of such order would have 
the effect of revoking any quota order 
made under the Control of Imports Act. 
When a prohibition order has been made 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
may, whenever he thinks proper, issue to 
the Sugar Company a licence to import a 
specified quantity of a specified kind of 
sugar to which the prohibition order 
applies. The Minister may, however, 
attach to the licence conditions as to the 
time and place of importation, the country 
in which it is produced, and the route by 
which it may be brought into the Free 
State. The company shall pay all duties 
or Customs chargeable on such importa- 
tion. 

Any person acting in contravention of 
any order of prohibition or condition 
imposed by the Minister shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding £50.

SUBMARINES OFF 
MALTA 


AN ITALIAN MOBILISATION 


Admiral of the Fleet Sir Roger Keyes, 
M.P., in a speech to the Oxford Univer- 
sity Empire Club last night, disclosed 
that in the recent anti-submarine exercises 
by the British Navy in the Mediterranean 
Italian submarines started ‘‘ popping up 
like ks,” and the commanders ex- 
Ea surprise that they were near 
falta, saying they thought they were off 
Tripoli. 

He was referring to Mussolini's 
‘* defiance ' of the League and his mobili- 
sation of 500,000 men on the northern 
frontier. 

‘Somebody mentioned the British 
Navy, said Sir Roger, “ and Mussolini 
immediately mobilised his whole Navy 
around Malta. I take my hat off to the 
Admiralty and the Government for their 
action. They sent practically the whole of 
the British Fleet into the Mediterranean. 
‘‘ Around Malta our people started anti- 
submarine exercises. They only used small 
charges, but, believe me, these can be 
very awkward,” 

He agreed that a real League of Nations 
would be a solution of world problems, 
but said the only concerted action they 
had seen was the assembly of the British 
Navy in the Mediterranean. 

“I say definitely that no submarine 
menace will ever break this country and 
no air menace will break it,” he added.

McGrath and the thirteen members 
of his crew have been clinging to their 
ship, the s.s. Wexfordian, which lies 
ashore on Wexford bar, seven miles north- 
east of Rosslare Lighthouse. 

Interviewed this evening, Coxswain 
James Wickham, of the Rosslare Harbour 
lifeboat, stated that the position of the 
vessel is unchanged. It had been decided 
to attempt to jettison some of the vessel’s 
cargo of coal to-day, he said, but the gale 
had not abated, and owing to the 
mountainous seas it was impossible to 
approach the steamer and put a salvage 
crew on board. 


FOOD SUPPLIES 


“The provisions which we put on board 
on Saturday must now be salinndsall he 
said, ‘‘and, if to-night the seas are too 
bad to allow the pilot boat to approach 
the Wexfordian, we in the lifeboat may 
try to put a further supply on board. As 
long as the wind is north-east the ship is 
in no immediate danger. She is taking 
in no water, and a full head of steam is 
bei? maintained. 

““ Her stern is raised on the sandbank, 
so. that at low tide her propeller is out 
of the water. She is somewhat sheltered 
from the tremendous breakers by a 
partially submerged sandbank outside her, 
and she is not now pounding.”’ 


LIFEBOAT’S WATCH 


Anchors and salvage gear have arrived 
at Rosslare Harbour, and are being held 
in readiness to take to the stranded 
steamer the moment the storm abates. 

“In the event of the steamer needing 
assistance,” said the coxswain, “I have 
arranged with Captain McGrath for flares 
to be burned at night or for flags to be 
flown during daylight.”

He was informed 
that the City Manager had not, so far, acted 
on the resolution, and that it was his inten- 
tion to proceed under the terms of the Local 
Appointments Commission. When they had 
in the Corporation service 16 engineers with 
service ranging from eight to 40 years it was 
a gross reflection on their capabilities to 
suggest that none was capable of filling this 
post. it had caused resentment and disap- 
poistment in the ranks of the Corporation 
steff, who had entered the service believing 
that the avenue of promotion would be 
followed up to the top. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne seconded. 

Dr. Hannigan said that the City Manager's 
failure to make the appointment by promo- 
tion was due to lack of moral courage.

ager eget our critical examination of 
the various conflicting and comple- 
mentary forces which play their various 
parts in moulding the civic organism of 
Greater Dublin, it is now necessary to 
draw, some reasonably clear line of dis- 
tinction between such factors as are 
organic and persistent and others which 
may roughly be defined as provisional and 
mechanical. Under one heading .” lie 
groups of influences which are. more or 
less imponderable, to which sane apostles 
of civic reform may only make the effort 
to adapt the machinery of local govern- 
ment, Under the other heading he what 
may broadly be classified as the pure 
mechanics of administration; the machi- 
nery which legislators and administrators 
have invented as means by which to inter- 
pret and give effect to continuing— 
yet ever-changing—demands and needs 
of the body politic. As mechanical 
contrivances, however long and deeply ime 
bedded in Acts of Parliament, such legisia- 
tive expediants are susceptible of 
mechanical adjustment. As‘the appointed 
agents and advisers of the Oireachtas, 1 
is the clear duty of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal to seek and propound such ex- 
pedients, however far-reaching they may 
be, as are necessary to interpret and give 
effective expression to dynamic forces 
which may be guided and canalised, but 
may neither be neglected nor safely sup- 
Rgessed. 
LOCAL MACHINERY 


It would, therefore, seem to be the duty 
of the Tribunal to examine not merely the 
machinery of local government as it exists 
in the metropolitan city and county, but. 
to include in their survey every element in 
the administrative structure, whether con- 
trolled directly by Departments of 
State or by local authorities. Have 
we yet received any clear indication 
that,the Tribunal! has so conceived and 
deincd its field of research? Uf 
judgment is to be formed on the basis of 
the Chairman’s preliminary declarations, 
we may feel reasonably reassured. 
His announcement that the Tribunal 
would examine the operation of the Town 
and Regional Planning Act seemed to 
imply that every factor relevant to the 
physical future of Greater Dublin would 
be passed in review.

There are obvious dangers, how- 
ever, in locking away for a period of 
twenty years or so a wide range of 
securities, however carefully they may be 
chosen at prices such as rule to-day. We 
live in a changing world, and the industry 
which is flourishing today may be the 
centre of a special area twenty years 
hence. This weakness. like several others,

has naturally been recognised by the 
promoters of the Fixed Trusts, and 
the more recent trust deeds confer 
upon. the, managers discretionary potver 
not merely to sell the investments of the 
Trust in stated circumstances—which was 
a feature even of the earliest examples-- 
but also to reinyest the proceeds in other 
securities. 

Another criticism levelled against the 
Fixed Trusts is that their operations 
serve to accentuate the prevailing trend 
of Stock market prices, and that in a fall.

a J. C. JACKSON, K.C., spoke for 


three hours aud three-quarters in 

opening the case at the Manchester 
Assizes yesterday against Dr. Buck Ruxton, 
of Lancaster, who is charged with the murder 
of Isabella Ruxton, his wife, and Mary Jane 
Rogerson, the twenty-year-old nursemaid to 
his children. 

The prosecution proceeded only on the 
charge relating to Isabella Ruxton in low 
tones, and Dr, Ruxton pleaded not guilty. 

Great interest was taken in the trial, and 
the court was crowded. 

\ir. Jackson, suggested that Dr. Ruxton 
had become very jealous of his wife, and that 
on the night of September 14-15 of last year 
he tnurdered her. Hé also suggested that he 
murdered Miss Rogerson because she had 
been an eye-witness of the first crime. 


DISCOVERY IN RAVINE 


Counsel said that both Mrs. Ruxton and 
Mary Jane Rogerson, the nursemaid, were 
last seen alive on September 14 last year. He

Mr. Jackson said that Miss Rogerson was 
twenty, and greatly devoted to her mistress 
and the three children. Mrs. Ruxton was 
thirty-four. Her maiden name was Kerr. 
Right years ago she was managing a café in 
Edinburgh. She married a Dutchman named 
Van Est. They lived together only a few 
weeks. In 1928 Ruxton, then Gabriel Hakim, 
went to Edinburgh from India to study 
medicine, became on friendly terms with her, 
and “later the same year she joined him in 
London. In’ 1930, when they appeared 
together in Lancaster, he had changed his 
name, by deed poll and had purchased a 
doctor’s practice. 


“ HOUSE OF DISCORD ” 
“ At that time,” said Mr. Jackson, “it is 
probable that these two were very much in- 
fatuated with one another, but you will hear 
that their happiness got vgry much dissipated, 
and there can be little Goubt that the home 
was a house of discord.” 

There was quarrelling, and Ruxton was 
accusing his wife of unfaithfulness. On one 
occasion Mrs. Ruxton left, taking all her 
clothes. and Ruxton said: “ She won't come 
back alive. I will bring her back to the 
mortuary.’ Previously a maid had seen 
tuxton holding his wife down on the bed, 
Mr. Jack 


strangulation was the alleged cause of Mrs. 
tuxton’s death. 

On another occasion, Mr. Jackson declared, 
Mrs. Ruxton called for help, and told a maid: 
‘* He has had a knife at my throat.” That 
maid found a revolver under Ruxton’s pillow. 
Last May a maid answered Mrs. Ruxton’s cal] 
for help, and found the doctor holding her 
down in the bedroom. Her nightdress was 
torn, and there were bruises on her arm, The 
doctor ran from the room, calling: ‘‘ You are 
a dirty prostitute.” 

In April, 1934, Ruxton called to the police 
station after Mrs. Ruxton had made a com- 
ae flew into a violent temper, accused 
iis wife of being unfaithful, and said: “I 
would be justified in murdering you.’’ Later 
he told the police: “My wife has been un- 
faithful. I will kill her if it continues.” 

In May, 1935, Ruxton told a police officer: 
“I feel like murdering two persons in Dalton 
square. My wife is going out to meet a 
man.” The name of Mr. Edmondson was 
mentioned, 


JEALOUSY SUGGESTED 


Mr. Jackson suggested that Ruxton. 
without reason, was “‘frightfully jealous” 
of his wife and any man she even danced 
with or spoke to. 

“I suggest,”” Mr. Jackson said, “that if 
ever a motive was shown and indicated in 
a case of murder, it is quite apparent and 
clear in this case—that it followed on his 
great jealousy, foolish jealousy, of this 
woman. 

Mr. Edmondson (25), single, a man of 
irreproachable character, was a solicitor in 
Lancaster Town Clerk’s Department. There

But Mr: Jackson reminded the jury ef 
ex ration which the jealous give to every

“Trifles light as air

Mr. Jackson described the visit of Mrs. 
Ruxton to Edinbtrgh with a party which 
included Mr, Edmondson early in September. 
The party travelled over the very bridge 
under which the remains were later found. 
Ruxton, with brown paper on his windscreen 
to prevent recognition, followed. was a 
most innocent expedition, but Ruxton re- 
turned with thé idéa that his wife had stayed 
the night with Mr. Edmondson. 


NEVER SEEN AGAIN 


At 11.30 on the mght of September 14 Mrs. 
Ruxton left Blackpool to drive back to 
Lancaster. She was never seen alive again. 
That evening there had been a children’s tea 
pay at the house, and Miss Rogerson was 
ast seen alive at 7.30. 

“- Perhaps it does not want múch imagina- 
tion to suggest What probably happened 
there,’ said Mr Jackson. “ You may well 
come-to the conclusion that Mary Rogerson 
witnessed the death of Mrs. Ruxton, and that 
is why she met her death. [suggest that 
when Mrs. Ruxton came back a violent quarrel 
took place, that he strangled his wife, and 
that Mary Rogerson caught him in the act 
and was murdered '' 

It was believed that both crimes were com- 
mitted on the landing at the top of the stair- 
case, from which spot trails of ehonmóus 
quantities of blood went down to the bath- 
room.

| Counsel told of incidents which, he alleged, 
were associated with the disposal of the 
remains by Ruxton. , On the 19th he was 
heard. to go up and down stairs and out the 
back door to his car several times. 

“The suggestion of the prosecution is 
that the last of the two bodies were being 
taken away,” said Mr. Jackson, “It is 
significant that the .moment he has left 
the locked doors of the rooms upstairs are 
open. Their terrible secret has gone.” 
“Counsel spoke of fires in the backyard 
night after night, and asked: 
gruesome evidence was he getting rid of 
there?!”

CORK MILLS CLOSE

The threatened closing down of the flour 
mills of Messrs. T. Hallinan and Sons, Avon- 
core, Midleton, Co. Cork, in a notice pub:
